After Harriet’s 
death another will was executed on 18 Feb. 1817, which 
did little more than transfer her legacy to William, the 
poet’s son by Mary Godwin, “ the whole estates in fee 
simple and all the money in the funds,” etc., having 
already been bequeathed to Maryin accordance withthis 
draft. The letter refers to the will and the decisions— 
unfavourable to the poet’s interests—in the Court of 
Chancery on questions arising under Sir Bysshe Shel- 
ley’s will. The letter and draft, which have never 
been published, formerly belonged to J. H. Smyth 
Pigott, of Brockley Hall, co.
